REPORT ON MISSIONS 


Your Committee feel the importance of missions to be the sending of the 
cospel to every nation under heaven, and the part assigned us in this great 
work at the present juncture is, first, Home Work. ‘This department lays 
the foundation for more extended operations. Our peculiar situation of 
being thrown upon our own resources in the absence of experimental 
knowledge of the operative principles of the kingdom of Christ—of being 
surrcunded by enemies as numerous as the legions of Satan—all conspir- 
ing to overthrow the work of the Lord. These facts demand that we unite 
in building up the house of the Lord over against our own dwellings so 
strongly and permanently, that we occupy our own territory untilthe com- 
ing of the Son of Man. Secondly, State Work, which brings our churches 
and Associations to co-operate harmoniously in the great work of evangcel- 
izing our own particular race of people, and thus fulfill the special commis- 
sion conferred on us. Nor does this work confine its operations to our 
isolated condition in North America, but to our nation in Africa; hence, 
the undeniable necessity of Foreign Work, so as to bring ourselves in hap- 
py union and Christian fellowship with our people over the waters prepar- 
atory to the conversion of the kingdoms of this world to the kingdom of 
Christ Jesus our Redeemer.

On motion, the Association agreed to adjourn after ser- 
vices to-morrow.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ArvriIcLE I. This body shall be called and known as the LUMBER RIvER 
Misstonary BApTistT ASSOCIATION. 

ArvricLE IL. This body shall be composed of the ministers belonging to 
the churches connected with it, and three delegates from each church, and 
an additional delegate for every hundred members over two hundred 

ARTICLE ILI. In the selection of these delegates the churches shall pay 
strict attention to the moral and intellectual qualifications of those ap- 
pointed. 

ArTIcLE IV. The delegates thus appointed shall bear from their respec- 
tive churches a letter certifying their appointment, and communicating in- 
formation relative to the state of the church. 

ARTICLE V. The Association shall select out of their number, annually, 
a Moderator, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, who shall be elected by rising, 
and shall continue until the time for the annual election. 

ArticLe VI. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to appoint commit- 
tees on Finance, Vigilance, Arrangements, on Sabbath Schools, Missions, 
Periodicals, Education, and Special Changes, in the early part of each ses- 
sion. 

ArticLE VII. The Association shall have a fund created and sustained 
by voluntary contributions from the churches, which shall be held by the 
Treasurer and subject to the disposition of a afoul present at any an- 
nual session. 

ArTticLE VIII. A faithful record shall be made of each annual session. 

ARTICLE IX. It shall be the province of the Moderator to invite visiting 
brethren to seats and to request them to aid in our deliberations. 

ARTICLE X. The annual session of the Association shall begin on Thurs. 
day before the second Lord’s day in November, at such places as may be 
chosen. 

ARTICLE XI. There shall be an Introductory anda Missionary Sermon 
preached at each annual session. 

ARTICLE XII. An Executive Committee shall be appointed, to whom 
shall be referred all unfinished business. 

ARTICLE XIII. No one shall be allowed to make more than two speech- 
es, of ten minutes durationeach, on one subject or motion, and one reply 
of five minutes, without a special motion of the Association. 

ARTICLE XIV. The constitution may be amended at any annual session 
of the Association by a vote of two-thirds of those present.
